I am glad to try to answer your March 6, 1994 letter as to New 
York City small change bills of 1814-16. Please send me a 
photocopy of the Barrett replicas and the text referring to them 
as that is the identical year the illustrations appeared in 
Valentine's Manual (p.170). They may be the same. 

It is fascinating that you have Anderson's proof books 
available to you. It is entirely possible that he made cuts for 
scrip issued by banks, merchants, cities, individuals, etc. We 
have thousands of pieces of American paper money and some might 
have his work on them. If I only knew what to look for. Can I 
exclude all copper and steel engraved pieces as not his ? Did he 
make large numerals or decorative denominational panel borders. 

As to ownership of New York City small change notes I think 
we own the error sheet illustrated in my article. We have in our 
collection issued 1, 4, 6, 25 and 75 cent pieces and an unissued 
20 cent note. 

My friend Joseph R. Lasser, 605 Third Ave, New York City , NY

The American Numismatic Society gave me your address and sent me a photocopy 
of your very informative 1985 article, "New York City Small Change Bills of 
1814-1816." I had written the Society asking for information on these small 
change bills, which they tell me they were unable to find among their 
collections, thus suggesting I write you. 

I have been doing work on the American wood engraver Alexander Anderson 
(1775-1870), the first wood engraver in this country and the premier 
practitioner of the art from 1800 until about 1840. I had come on replicas 
of these bills in Walter Barrett, The Old Merchants of New York City (New 
York, 1863) and was curious to know whether they still existed and their 
location. As Anderson signed little of his work, engravings can be 
attributed to him by matching images to those in his proof books in the New 
York Public Library. I have microfilms of the proofbooks, and can therefore 
credit him with engravings that lack signatures. You might be interested to 
know that all the small cuts on these bills, i.e., for 25, 4, 6 , 9, 12-1/2, 
and 75 cents are by Anderson. 

Could you tell me where the bills are now located? I am preparing a 
bibliography of Anderson’s engravings, in what publication they appeared, 
and would like to be able to cite a location for the small change bills.

Thank you very much for your call the other night and for your letter. 
Enclosed are the photocopies from the Barrett book, Walter Barrett being the 
pseudonym of Joseph Scoville. The images are very close copies of wood 
engravings by Anderson; he was said by both of his biographers to have 
engraved cuts for the bills issued in the War of 1812 and it was this that 
alerted me to the replicas in Barrett’s book. Barret mentions on p. 231 that 
they are "facsimiles." 

Yes, it is possible that Anderson made cuts for scrip issued by banks, 
merchants, etc., and there are several instances in the proof books where 
there are cuts that would appear to be made for that purpose. Yes, I have 
found that he did make some decorative denominational panel borders (as 
found in the proof books), but only a very few. The very large numerals 
might be his or might be wood engravings, but I can’t be sure. Certainly he 
did not engrave the little decorative type borders that surround the small 
change bills you pictured in your article — they are type foundry borders, 
made up of metal pieces placed side by side. 

You enclosed with your letter photocopies of three bills. I have enclosed a 
photocopy of yours and put some notes beside the images. 

I will write Joseph Lasser, thank you for giving me his name. And thank you 
for the help you have given me. I’m sorry if I sounded a bit hazy on the 
telephone — we go to bed very early indeed and wake up early so I may have 
been less than precise! I hope you had an excellent vacation in Puerto Rico, 
a good place to go at this time of year when we’re all waiting for spring.
